NEW YORK (AP) - A young 


West Point graduate serving as 
a first lieutenant in the Army 
has applied for discharge as a 
conscientious objector based on 
his conviction "that the Viet- 
nam war is immoral and un- 
just." 


Lt. Louis P. Font, 23, of Kan- 


sas City, Kan., quoted sections 
from 
the West Point Cadets 


Prayer In his 47-page applica- 
tion for discharge submitted 
Feb. 27. 


He scheduled a news confer- 


ence to discuss liis action today 
at the national headquarters of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 


Font placed 31st in his class of 


706 cadets at the academy. Aft- 
er graduation lie enrolled at the 
Jolm F, Kennedy School of Pub- 
lic Affairs at Harvard Universi- 
ty in a program for "distin- 
guished military graduates." 


"I did not suddenly become a 


pacificist," Font said in an in- 
terview. "I've been thinking 
about the (Vietnam) war since 
my senior year at West Point. 
The My Lai incident helped me 
make up my mind. 


"At West Point I was really 


interested 
in foreign 
policy, 


when I went to grud school I 
was still interested In foreign 
policy. 1 took a course under 
Henry Kissinger (now President 
Nixon's assistant for national 
security affairs) arid the more I 
learned about Vietnam the more 
I loaned toward CO." 


At Harvard he was studying 


for a master's degree In politi- 
cal science, which he was to 
have received in June. Last Fri- 
day he received oral orders 
from 
his Army superiors to 


leave the school and report to 
Ft. Meade, Md.

want to fish for trout. 


The program presents a con- 


tinuing problem because trout 
do not breed in Arkansas wa- 
ters. The fish which are there 
were grown in hatcheries. 


The trout program started be- 


cause federally built dams de- 
stroyed native fish in rivers be- 
low the dams, Because of this, 
the federal government estab- 
lished hatcheries and provides 
trout free to the state. 


But, Hulsey said, the Game 


and Fish Commission must pay 
for transporting the trout to 
fishing waters. The commission 
also must finance research to 
demonstrate to the government 
that the program is worthwhile. 


Hulsey said the trout program 


generates about $10 million in 
tourist business annually, mainly 
in -North' Arkansas where the 
major reservoirs have been de- 
veloped. 


"A legislator in South Arkan- 


sas chews me out because we 
spend our money on this pro- 
gram," Hulsey said. "Thlstrout 
tag Is just to show we're on the 
up and up, that we're not ex- 
pending more money on the 
trout program than can be Jus- 
tified, and to reduce the amount 
we're spending now," he added.

bid was by what he had pre- 
viously termed the two most 
harmful charge: 


— That he was the candidate 


of the Democratic party's "old 
guard." 


— That he had put his children 


on the legislative payroll, 


"They would just be rehash- 


ing old stuff," Crank said. "The 
facts are out and the people 
know about the controversy over 
the legislative jobs." 


The "old guard" charge was 


linked at times with W. R. 
"Witt" Stephens, president and 
board chairman of Arkansas 
Louisiana Gas Co. 
•., , 


Prank is, a vice president tot 


public relations at Arkansas Ce- 
ment Corp., an Arkla subsidiary 
here. 


"Knowing Mr. Stephens was; 


not a liability in the last elec- 
tion," Crank said. "It very defl- 
nitely was an asset. 


"I've been a school teacher, a 


merchant and now I'm vice 
president of this corporation," 
Crank said, "I do what I can to 
make a living for me and my 
family, and I'm proud of it. I 
helped bring this company to 
Foreman," 


Crank added 
that Stephens 


has already stated publicly that 
he no longer will become deep- 
ly Involved with any candidate

In a notice In the weekly Post- 


al Bulletin, dispatched to all its 
employes, the department's Bu- 
reau of Operations gave its In* 
terprelation of recent court rut- 
Ings that may have spawned 
preliminary discussions about 


The bureau noted a recent 


federal court decision held that 
laws prohibiting federal work- 
ers from asserting their right to 
strike are unconstitutional un- 
der the First Amendment's 
guarantees of free speech. 


"It should be clearly under- 


stood, however," the bureau 
added, "that the decision in no 
way 
altered 
the prohibition 


against federal employes parti- 
cipating In a strike against the 
federal government. 


"This provision .... " it 


warned, "remains In full force 
and effect. Any violator of this 
prohibition may not hold a fed- 
eral position and is subject to 
criminal prosecution ... which 


provides a penalty of imprison- 
ment and-or fine." 


There currently are t*o suit* 


pending in federal courts chal- 
lenging the conatituttoftality of 
laws denying palpal and federal 
workers the right to strike. 


One suit, nowodote the Su- 


preme Court,; »M ujftekl laat 
October by a ihre«-Judf« fcder< 
al panel, which said workers 
cannot be barred from asserting 
their right to strike. The court 
also struck down a requirement 
that postal employes swear a 
no-strike oath as a precondition 
to their employment. The Jus* 
tice Department has appealed.
